Claims 43-52 and 67-74 have been canceled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 1 , 4-9, 23-27, 55 and 57-62 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As to claims 1 and 23, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious 
to one skilled in the art a flexible display device comprising a flexible substrate and 
either an active matrix or passive matrix backplane comprising a plurality of different 
shaped blocks that are deposited onto the flexible substrate. 

5. As to clam 55, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a display device comprising a flexible substrate and a flexible reflective 
display backplane coupled to the flexible substrate wherein the flexible reflective display 
backplane comprising a plurality of shaped blocks which are deposited onto the flexible 
substrate. 

6. The admitted prior art described in the instant application is related to a display 
device comprising a rigid substrate and an active or passive matrix backplane. Further, 
Izu is related to a flexible substrate having various layers deposited thereon. However, 
the AAPA and Izu alone or in combination with any of the prior art references fail to 
teach or suggest depositing plurality of different shaped blocks onto a flexible substrate.
